ST. CHARLES BRIDGE. 


An Appellate Reversal of a Tax Case 
This Morning. 


The Appelate Court to-day reversed the 
judgmentinthe case of Henry Kemper vs. 
St. Louis, Kansas City and Northern Railroad 
Company, and rendered judgment for the de- 


fendant. In April, 1877, the local authorities 
of St. Charles city and county assessed all the 
property ofthe St. Charles bridge for that 
vear at $200,000 and taxes were levied thereon. 
hey became due August 1, 1877 and were 
payable without penalty at any time prior to 
January 1, 1878. The taxes were not paid by 
the bridge company nor by the railroad com- 
pany. In May, 1878, the State Board madea 
new assessment of the property for 1877 at 
$150,000. In July the County Court 
levied taxes for State and county purposes 
aud municipal purposes as to the city of St. 
Charles upon the assessment made by the 
State Board. The taxes were paid in full by 
the St. Louis, Kansas City and Northern Rail- 
road Company. Notwithstanding they had 
done this the County Collector brought suit to 
recover the difference between the county and 
munieipal taxes for 1877 extended on the 
valuation of $200,000, as fixed in the first as- 
sessment, and the tax which the defendant 
mage upon the valuation of $150,000, as fixed 
»y the State Board. The Court of Appeals 
holds that the act of April, 1877, is a valid ex- 
ercise of legislative power; that it became 
operative July 30, 1877 in such a manner that 
thereafter the St. Charles Bridge property 
could only be assessed for taxation in pursu- 
ance of its provisions and that it operated to 
vacate the previous assessment and levy made 
by St. Charles county and city, and/defendant 
is not required to pay the 
difference between what it paid under the 
State Board assessment and the levy and the 
previous assessment that it would have been 
required to pay.

Excitement Over the Mott Insurance 
Law—Doings of the State Solons. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CiITy, Mo., February 8.—A 
great deal of excitement prevaiied in the 
House this morning over the discovery that 


both Mr. Major’s and Mr. Mott's 
bills relating to benevolent and

Senator Cabell—a bill authorizing the issue 
of bonds hearing four per cent interest pay- 
able thirty years after date at the pleasure of 
State. The Fund Commissioners are required 
to prepare the bonds to ke issted as the 
occasion may arise and to be sold 
at not less than par and for the sole purpose 
of 8 any outstanding liabilities of 
the State which can be purchased at par, or to 
exchange them for any outstanding bonds 
of the State, par for par. One 
million dollars of the bonds to 
be issued in denominations from 510 to $109 
in the manner successfully adopted by the 
State of Georgia, for investment at home, by 
persons of limited means.

BUFFALO, February 8.—The old part of the 
New York Central Depot, Exchange street, 
fell with a terrible crash this morning with 
the exception of the three spans adjoining the 
new structure. The noise of the falling build- 
ing was distinctly heard for a long distance 
from the scene and a number of lives were 
lost, just how many it is impossible to fell as 
yet. The firemen and an extra force 
of police were called out, and have sueceded 
in obtaining two bodies from the debris, one 
of which was Capt. John Byrnes and the oth- 
er Henry Waters, private Secretary of Super- 
intendent Tillinghast, of the New York Cen- 
tral. A large force is at work clearing up the 
ruins. The cause of the disaster is attributed 
to weakening the walls by making arches to 
communicate with the new depot recently 
built.

His face was rugged and marked with 
character, and he had a cliff-like brow. His 
dress was as plain as a Scotch farmer’s, he 
wore a long brown coat with large flat horn 
buttons and 4 broad-brimmed felt 
hut. It was his habit to walk 
regularly every day and often, 
usually alone, With a huge walking stick in 
his hand passing in a meditative mood through 
the streets near his home. Severe weather 
did not keep him in doors. In the last days 
of his life, when it was seldom that he used 
his pen, he was regular in his exercise. On 
his eighticth birthday some one called at his 
door and found him out. It was a cold, 
wintry day, such as is often seen in London, 
With irozen sleet on the ground. Mr. Carlyle 
was taking his accustomed walk. He kepta 
horse which he rode frequently And always 
groomed himself. The stable was on a piece 
of waste ground, and donkeys, cows 
and geese also lived there. Car- 
Ivle was little known by the people—not even 
by those who lived near his house. He was 
as much a recluse in London as in lonely 
Craigenputtock. For more than forty years 
he lived in one house and few of his neigh- 
bors knew him except by sight. His life was 
singularly heroic. It had one aim and was 
thoroughly sincere. His place in literature 
was fixed long ago. It is rather as the censor 
of his age than as a leader that history willre- 
gard him. In this respect he wasa true 
English Cato. During a long battle against 
shams, he seemed continually to repeat the 
old ery of Scipio: ‘*Delenda est Carthago.“ 
England heard him at last and his influence 

ermeated every fieid of thought and action. 
well once said: With the gift of song Car- 
lyle would have been the greatest of epic{poets 
since gift of Homer.” But it may well be 
doubted if the song would have made him a 
poet, for Carlyle has himself said: It is one 
of my constant regrets in this generation that 
men to whom the gods have given a genius 
will insist in such an earnest time as ours has 
grown in bringing out their divine gift in the 
shape of verse, which now no man reads en- 
tirely in earnest.”’ 


A Mobile Terrapin Farm. 
From the Mobile (Ala.) Register, January 30. 

A few days ago an article clipped from a 
Washington paper appeared in the Register, 
giving a description of Senator Dennis’ ter- 
rupin farm in Maryland. As we have some- 
thing of the sort to boast of in the neighbor- 
hood of Mobile, it may mot be amiss to give 
our readers a description of Mr. Mulford Dor- 
lon’s great terrdpin farm at Cedar Point. 
This projection of land is on the western 
shore of Mobile Bav, about 30 miles below 
this city, and is inhabited principplly by oys- 
termen who reap golden harvests from the 
many beds which furnish nearly every oyster 
brought to the port of Mobile. Mr. Dorlon, 
who keeps a store at this point, has about 
three acres fenced in with strong pilings. 
Leading to this inclosure are two canals, one 
on the bay side and the other on the gulf side, 
which supply with salt water a number of 
ditches 10 feet wide and 100 feet long. The sand 
accumulating from the — of these 
ditches is thrown on each side, and used by 
the terrapins to sun themselves and lay their 
eggs in, which, if counted, would go up in the 
millions, and can be raked in by the bushel. 
In the winter season the terrapins remain im- 
bedded in the mud of the ditches where they 
stay until spring time, never touching a mor- 
sel of food. A system of sluices enables Mr. 
Dorion to keep the ditches full of salt water, 
or drain them at pleasure, and he is not at all 
dependent on the tide for that purpose. 

The number of terrapins on the farm, as far 
as can be ascertained and by the closest cal- 
culation, is between 20,000 and 25,000, and in 
the course of the next three or four years 
will be something hard to caleulate. About 
May 1, Mr. Dorlon makes his purchase of ter- 
rapins from the country people on the Missis- 
sippi Sound, and takes all he can secure at 33 
a dozen, and thac generally averages about 8,- 
000 a year added to his farm, outside of those 
bred therein. The inhabitants of Mississippi 
and Alabama bunt terrapins with dogs traln- 
ed for that purpose. The dog barks when he 
finds one, and the hunter immediately secures 
it by going to the spot where the dog points. 

The cost of feeding the terrapins, which, as 
we have said, is only done in the summer, is 
about $l per dozen forthe season, and the 
price per dozen in New York has varied from 
is to W. The food, which consists of crabs 
and fish, is caught with a seine in front of the 
farm, and really very little expense is attached 
to theraising of these valuable land tortoises. 
Mr. Dorlon begins to ship about October I, and 
then on to about May 10. He generally sends 
histo Savannah by rail, and thence to New 
York by steamer, averaging about 12,000 a 
seoson, and, had it not been for a disastrous 
hurricane, which some time ago washed out 
Mr. Dorlon’s farm, it would beto-day the 
greatest terrapin farm in the world. He ean 
always ship all he can get, for there is a ready 
market for these delicacies.

DRUMMED TO DEATH. 


Singular a ot Rats. A Reporter’s 


eadly Pencil. 
Fron the New Castle (Penh.)News. 
A most remarkable phenomenon was witnes- 


sed in the Second Ward this city, on Friday 
afternoon of last week, being no less than large 
numbers of rats being enticed totheir deatn 
by the roll of drums. A number of small boys 
of this city, hearing it said that rats could be 
brought out of their holes by the beating of 
drums, determined to try the experiment. So 
procuring a number of these instruments of 
martial music and a half a dozed dogs, with a 
weakness for rat flesh, they proceeded toa 
baru near Pearson’s flouring mill, in which 
structure were known to dwell many well-fed 
rodents, who subsisted on the contents of the 
grain bins near by. Stationing part of their 
number with drumsin the hay-mow of the 
stable, and the qghers atthe doors with the 
dogs, everybody Was cager for the fray. The 
drummers brought their sticks down on the 
taut calf-skin,.and soon the building shook 
to its very foundation with the d2afening roll. 
Several boys had been stationed at various: 
knot-holes in the floor of the hay-mow, and 
these youths, peering down into semi-dark- 
ness below, soon saw little twinkling eyes ap- 
per at certain apertures all around the apart- 
ment beneath.. The drumming was ¢ontinued, 
and sharp-pointed noses and then sleek bodies 
of rats came from the holes. Soonthe rapid 
rolling of the drums seemed to excite the rod- 
ents to a point beyond self-control? They be- 
gan to caper and whisk around the stable floor 
as if intoxicated. They ran around the feed 
bins in a wild chase after each other. So 
rapidly did they turn corners that their tails 
snapped with a report like a bull whacker’s 
whip and making the flour fly from their caud- 
al appendages so as to fill the apartment with 
dust. Now was the time for action. The boys 
with the dogs were signaled, the doors were 
pence and the hungry canines let in on them.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The Contemplated Change ot Text- 
Books Sharply Criticized. 


Sr. Louis, February 7, 1881. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Jam informed that on to-morrow (Tues- 
day) evening the agents of a publishing house 
have arranged to change the readers in the 
Publie Schools. This would be such an out- 
rage on the suffering public that, it seems in- 
credible, but there is no doubt the thing is to 
be tried on atthe next meeting of the Schoo} 
Board, to-morrow night. It behooves every 
good citizen to express his views on this mat- 
terso unmistakeably that there shall be no 
possible excuse for such insane action by the 
Board; that it shall be perfectly clear that if 
a change is made, it ismade, notin accordance 


with the wishes of the people, but in spite of 
their stern opposition and protest,and wholly 


under the manipulation of the Book 
agents andinthe interestof the publishing 


house they represent. Scarcely six months 
have passed since we had a change in readers, 
and the very readers now to be thrown aside 
were introduced at an expense to the pupils 
and their parents of thousands of dollars. It 
vas charged that the change was bought and 
mid for by the then successful publishing 
jouse. Bethisasit may, the change was 
made, and having been made, is a sufficient 
reason why no further change should 
be made at present at least. The interests of 
the schools are involved, and they alone 
should he consultedin the management of the 
schools. 

To the Superintendent also the people have 
aright to look for protection. It is his prov- 
ince more, probably, than any other one con- 
nected with the schools, to advise in sucha 


contingency, and to set his face against 
any such _ sacrifice of the interests 


of the schools to the interests of those who 
seek merely to make money out of them. And 
vet, Jam told, he decides to stand entirely neu- 
tralin the contest. This ought not to be. 
The good of the schools lies either in a change 
or in no change, and on that side he, and ev- 
ery other good citizen, should not merely 
‘<tand and wait,“ but stand and work. Let 
the people move in this matter. 


THE GAS COMPROMISE. 


A New Proposition on the Basis of a Di- 
vision of Gross Receipts. 


The joint committee of the Municipal As- 
sembly having under consideration the gas 
compromise, talk rather hopefully now of 
beidg able to effect a settlement before the 
session closes. The company wanted to close 
up all litigation and get an extension of priv- 
lleges by giving the city a share of the profits. 
The committee wanted to compromise by the 
company paying a fixed sum annually, The 
new plan is something like splitting the dif- 
ference between the two old propositions. 


It contemplates the payment to 
the city of a percentage of 


the gross receipts after certain reductions 
have been made in the cost of lighting the 
public lamps and in the prices to private con- 
sumers. Both sides talk favorably on this 
plan, but so;far the exact figure of the city’s 
per centage has not been decided upon. As 
near as canbe gathered from conversation 
with interested parties, the Assembly Com- 
mittee think the company ought to pay into 
the city treasury annually ten per cent. of the 


gross receipts in consideration for the 
extension of privileges. The repre- 
sentatives of the company say they 


are willing to pay about four per cent. of the 
gross receipts. To get at a compromise be- 
tween these two points is the object of the ne- 
gotiations immediately pending. Delegate 
Kirby expresses himself very indignantly at 
the report that the Republican members of 
the committee contemplated a postponement 
of the whole subject so, as to make it an issue 
in the coming municipal campaign. He says 
he can’t be made a party to any such scheme.

The main 
tracks are down sothat the Jefferson avenue 
bridge can be built but the side tracks of 
which there are from four to ten at different 
points between Twenty-first street and Sum- 
mit avenue have not been touched.

A Plea for Sunday Theaters. 
St. Louis, February 3, 1881. 

To the Editor of thePost-Dispatch:

Details of the Sale — History of the 
„Times“ from its Foundation. 


J. M. Dickson resumed his application to 
vacate the order of sale of the Times this 
morning in Judge Lindley’s Court. He stat- 
ed that the application was based upon the 
ground that Bowman, at whose petition the 
foreclosure and sale had been ordered by the 
Court, had pursued with persistency a course 
of wrecking, and in that relation had tam- 
pered and trifled with the Court. Mr. Chambers 
would stipulate to publish the Times for fif- 
teen days if the court would vacate the order 


of sale advertised for to-day and take time to 
pass upon the testimony that conid be ad- 
duced in the matter. 

The court said that Mr. Chambers’ position 
was difficult to define. He had no right to re- 
sist the claims of the creditors. The 
property had been mortgaged. The 
company had not been able 
to publish the paper, and a contract for its 
publication pending a sale had been ordered 
ior the protection of the interests of all the 
parties. There was noreasén for delaying 
the sale. The court had exercised its best 
judgmentin the whole matter of procedure 
regarding the Times controversy. In 
spite of newspaper flings and 
cowardly assertions, the Court had 
acted upon well-established precedents in 
law for the sole view of protecting all inter- 
estsinthe property. The court could not 
‘open the door to a flood of testimony on 
motives. A Sale was the best thing that 
could happen for all, and the sooner the 
better. ＋ e Court had not been influenced 
by Bowman or any one else in the Times 
matter. ; 

The motion to vacate the order of sale was 
was overruled and a motion for rehearing of 
the case Was promptly overruled. 

THE SALE. 

The sale of the Times by order of the court 
at 1 o’clock to-day attracted a very large crowd 
to the eastern steps of the Court-house. Ful- 
lv an hour previous to the sale men well- 
known in political and business 
life began to assemble to witness 
the tinal act of dissolution. A 
newspaper sale always gathers a nondescript 
element, but this was even an exceptional 
assemby of much-mixed people. The early 
indications did not favor a very spirited bid- 
ding or a very lively competition. There were 
few present in a financial condition to buy 
anything, but as the hands of 
the tower- clock crept on to the 
quarters, and finally at the hour of sale the 
steps and all the space surrounding the east 
wing of the Court-house from the doors to the 
carriage stand rapidly filed up with men who 
might be supposed to have an actual interest 
in attending.

The raise was 
ostensibly to buy a press and the concern did 
blossom out about the same time in a build- 
ing on Third street, just south of the Post- 
office. 

There was too much progressiveness devel- 
oped in the management to suit Mahoney’s 
ideas and in 1869 he sold his third interest to 
Henry Ewing, of Nashville, for 527,000 cash. 
Major Ewing came from a family of high 
standing in the south and had a brilliant ree- 
ord as a Confederate officer haying been an 
officer on Zollicoffer’s staff. 

Ewing took the commercial department, 
Hutchins assumed the management and Hod- 
nett was the business man. It Was a strong 
newspaper combination, and the Times made 
money rapidly fortwo or three years. How 
much of the profit was legitimate outside 
newspaper men could never agree. That the 
owners were prosperous there were plenty of 
external evidences. They bought corner lots, 
erected stone front houses and had a regular 
day for liquidating the claims of employes. 
In 1870 the paper took a prominent part in the 
Liberal campaign, which resulted in the en- 
iranchisement of the Southern element and 
the restoration of the State tothe Democracy. 
Hutchins immediately became à power at 
the State Capital, and was able to speak by the 
card about proposed legislation. His efforts 
in regard to certain measures lead to a disa- 
greement among the proprictors, and that, too, 
after the company had bought the Conzelmann 
lot on the northwest corner of Olive and Fifth 
streets. He and Ewing finally became so 
often on opposite sides of questions of man- 
agement that the latter called on the former 
to name the price at which he would buy or 
Sella third interest, and thus let one or the oth- 
er out. This was early inthe summerof 1872. 
Hutchins agreed to buy or sell on a basis of

The Swollen Missouri Tearing Things 
) Loose. 


Preparations for Danger in the Har- 
bor of St. Louis. 


All Things in Readiness for the Coming 
Torrent. 


By ten o’clock to- morrow morning the St. 
Louis steamboatmen will probably be out of 
their misery, but until that time they are the 
prey:of the gravest apprehensions. A fifteen 
foot rise is N now coming don 
the river and former experience has taught 
the local navigator that a break-up of the ice 


under such circumstances may mean thou- 
sands of doliars’ worth of damage to the ship- 
ping in the harbor. The unprecedent- 
ed rise is rippihg its way 
towards the sea through the ice-bound Mis- 
souri with irresistible force. The old gorges 
are being broken up and new ones are form- 
ing to be again smashed and ground into pow- 
der by the irresistible sweep of 
the torrent. With everv few 
miles the ice forms a dam 
against which the swollen river pushes until 
it is rent and split, whereupon a new dam 
forms again below and in this way enough 
resistance is opposed to keep the river at its 
very highest notch and in possession of all its 
power. It may well be imagin- 
ed that the St. Louis steamboatmen 
have not been idle in the 
face of this impending danger. They have 
taken every precaution that experience can 
suggest and if the ice can be got out of the 
river opposite Northern Carondelet they will 
be comparatively safe. The river is now open 
enough immediately below the bridge to per- 
mit the boats full play, and every 
resource is being bent to getting the river 
clear below. Itis hoped that this will be ac- 
complished this afternoon when the boats 
will up andrunforit. Within forty miles of 
St. Louis there are a number 

safe anchorages, where 

steamers might defy the floes, 
and these the owners hope to reach. Toan 
unprofessional observer it seems queer that 
these safe harbors were not taken advantage 
of in the early part of the winter before they 
became almost inaccessible, bnt of course — 
an unprecedented rise was nat anticipated, and 
extra precautions were not thought neces- 
sary. 

And yet the lesson of the past has been of 
sucha nature that too many precautions 
could not have been taken. On the 16th of 
December, 1865,seventeen steamers were sunk 
by the ice in the harbor. 

On the 12th of January, 1866, the ice gorge 
broke up at St. Louis and sunk the following 
boats, many of which were subsequently 
raised, but the great majority of them were 
a total loss.

It will be noticed that the season which closes 
to-morrow has been the most severe one 
known for the time given. For overtwo 
months navigation has been suspended. 
The ice up the river is very heavy 
naturally, and as it comes riding down 
on the freshet it will naturally do a great deal 
of damage. Fortunately the tortuous winding 
course of the Missouri River is unfavorable 
forthe preservation of great fields of ice, 
and most of the ‘‘destroying element“ will be 
ground down toa more convenient shape 
und size. The bridge piers are also 
counted upon as the steamboatmen’s friend. 
The rain storm which has caused this rise 
has been a sudden and heavy one. The frozen 
ground shed water directly into the courses, 
and the results will be better appreciated af- 
ter they have been seen.

A Widow’s Suit Reversedin the Appel- 
late Court. 


The Court of Appeals rendered a decision 
this morning in the case of Mary W. Rannells 
vs. Henry F. Gerner, reversing the judgment 
andremanding the cause. The county court in 
1866 adjudged Charles Rannells to be of un- 
sound mind incapable of managing his 
affairs. The. guardian subsequently 


sold the estate at public sale, and it was.an- 
nounced that the property would be sold with 
like effect as if the sale were made by Ran- 
nells himself; that purchasers would acquire 
all his title and the inchoate right of dowér of 
Mrs. Rannells, the plaintiff, who would join 
in the conveyance and relinquish her dower. 
The land was purchased by Leonard Hoeling. 
The conveyance was signed by the guardian, 
by Rannells himself, who had a lucid interval, 
and by Mrs. Rannells. The widow afterwards 
instituted suit to have her dowerin the land 
set apart and assigned with damages for de- 
tention. The court below sustained the 
plaintiff’s motion for judgment in her favor.

NOTICE OF DISSOLUTION, 


Decision in a Partnership Case by the 
Court of Appeals. 

The Appellate Court to-day ina case in- 
volving partnership and notice of dissolution, 
held that it was not the duty of a retiring 
partner to notify all persons of the dissolu- 
tion of the partnership, who by common re- 
pute, advertisements, ete., had become ap- 
prised of its existence and acquainted with 
its members. Such as have given credit to the 
firm are entitled to be notified ef any change 
in its components. The rule is that as to per- 
sons Who have had dealings with the firm it is 
necessary to show either notice to them of 
dissolution or adequate means of knowledge 
on their part of the fact. 
The rule does not apply 
to such as dealt exclusively for cash, nor to 
those whose dealings with a firm are not 
according to the ordinary course of trade. 
Persons who have not had dealings with a 
tirm within the rule are not entitled to actua! 
notice of dissolution.

The 
Governor said, “Ves, I told Colonel Taylor so, 
but the Adjutant General’s. place, for which 
he is an applicant,is the right arm of the 
Governor and must be appointed quickly; but 
the office vou wish for is not to be filled until 
March 1, and it will be plenty of time for vou 
to present your endorsements after I take my 
office.“ The Governor then said, How are 
you getting along, anyway’? I answered, 
“First rate; Ihave a peck of endorsements, 
and it will take you about two days to read 
— al He laughed, and nothing more was 
said. 

On the afternoon of his inaugural day, I 
went tothe office inthe Capitol and said to 
him: Governor, I do not want to weary you 
now (he was about ready to go tothe man- 
sion), but as I am anxious to get home, I will 
he glad if you will name some hour to-mor- 
row When I can have an interview upon my 
matters. He answered: Come at your own 
convenience to-morrow; I will be glad to see 
you at any time; I may be busy fora little 
while when you come, but will see you as 
soon as I can; come any time.“ 

The Governor got his overeoat and we 
walked over to town arm-in-arm from the 
Capitol] gate. 

The next morning about ten a. m. I went to 
his office with my endorsements. I found a 
large number of applicants in the outer room, 
among them Col. Williams, Walter Carr, 
Esq., Mr. Dorsheimer and others; the room 
was cold andjI went for ashort time across the 
hall into the auditor’s office, and a little be- 
fore eleven o’clock went back into the Gov- 
ernor’s outer room, where the crowd being 
still large, I returned into the auditor’s office 
and had not been there five minutes until 
Walter Carr came in andinformed me tbat the 
Governor had appointed Col. Williams and 
had sent his name to the Senate for confirma- 
tion. I did not then call upon the Governor, 
nor have I seen him since. 

In reply to your request to give the names 
of my endorsers, I answer it would occupy too 
much space and content myself by stating, 
that I had letters from a majority of the Su- 
— Court, and from a majority of the 

Jemocratic members of the Legislature; 
also, three of the other defeated Demo- 
cratic candidates for Congress, and fran about 
seventy-five of the most prominent Demo- 
crats, Including such gentlemen as Gov. Hall, 
Gov. Woodson, Samuel T. Glover, A. II. 
Buckner and Col. Phillips. 

I was endorsed by twelve of the Judges of 
the State, other than members of the Supreme 
Court and by petitions from eighteen coun- 
ties, including every county in the Tenth Con- 
gressional district, as also Buchanan, Jackson, 
Clinton, Cass, Henry and other counties. 
These petitions were generally signed by all 
the Democratic officials and leading D>mo- 
crats of the several counties, embracing Dem- 
ocratic attorneys, editors and other gentlemen 
of note, ‘ 

I submit this with but one comment, viz.: 
When Gov. Crittenden, at Warrensburg, told 
me to go ahead and get endorsements, and to 
index them, I thought he intended it asa hint 
for me to get such an array of names as would 
outweigh and over-ride, from a_ political 
standpoint, the claims and endorsements of 
any gentleman from St. Louis; for until the 
day of Gov. Crittenden’s inaugural, I felt con- 
fident that the contest lay between some gen- 
tleman in that city and myself.
